DR. AND MRS. SHERWOOD EDDY made a working tour across 
Asia in 1948 and 1949, visiting Japan, Korea, China, India, the Philip¬ 
pines, Pakistan and Turkey and in 1950 visited the principal countries 
of Europe. They were able to make a special study of the increasing 
menace of Russian Communism in many countries in Asia and Europe. 
They had personal interviews with the Emperor of Japan, General 
Douglas MacArthur, Generalissimo and Madame Chiang Kai-shek, the 
President of Korea, Dr. Syngman Rhee; the Prime Minister of India, 
Pandit Nehru, and the Prime Minister of Pakistan. 

Sherwood Eddy, author of thirty-two volumes on international, 
social and religious questions, had first-hand knowledge of many of 
the battlefields and leaders of the two World Wars. He was present at 
the capture of Mukden in Manchuria by the Japanese in 1931. On June 
30, 1934, he saw Hitler and heard him make his terrible “blood bath” 
speech to the Reichstag. He heard Martin Niemoller’s last address 
before he was thrown into successive concentration camps with 
thousands of persecuted Roman Catholics and Jews. On one of his 
fifteen visits to Russia, he saw Stalin standing on Lenin's Tomb re¬ 
viewing a victory parade of youth. He lived in the home of Gandhi, 
he was the guest of Nehru and came into intimate contact with the 
principal leaders of Asia. For twenty years between the two world 
wars he annually conducted a traveling seminar of educators to study 
conditions in Russia, Poland, Germany, France, Great Britain and 
other countries in Europe and has now resumed the leadership of the 
Seminar which means that he is in intimate contact with the leaders 
of Europe. 

Graduated from Yale in 1891, Sherwood Eddy went to India at his 
own expense. After fifteen years' work among the students of India, 
he was then called to be Secretary for Asia.for the Y.M.C.A. and for 
many years was engaged in work for students throughout that con¬ 
tinent. 

He is lecturing and speaking to students and before many types of 
audiences in all sections of the country. He has spoken in several 
hundred colleges in all parts of the United States, Europe and Asia, 
and has addressed countless forums, clubs, conferences and con¬ 
ventions.

Dr. and Mrs. Sherwood Eddy are now available for speaking dates 
in colleges and churches. After sixty years work among students in thirty 
lands Sherwood Eddy has just finished his autobiography, his thirty-sixth 
book, “Fourscore Years of Adventure.” He is prepared to speak on: 
1. The present world situation on such a topic as The Far Eastern Conflict: 
Korea, China and Russia; 2. A religious topic such as The Lost Secret of Life 
(his spiritual pilgrimage), and 3. You Will Survive After Death, the result 
of fifteen years of psychic research to answer the question: Have we 
sufficient scientific, psychic evidence of survival, or personal immortality, 
or must we rely on blind faith? 

Referring to Dr. Eddy’s recent lecture on this subject at the Hyde 
Park Methodist church, Chicago, Rev. Paul Higgins writes: “Your lecture 
was great. I am receiving enthusiastic reports about it. This lecture, based 
on unassailable psychic evidence for personal survival, should be heard 
by every congregation in Christendom.” 

Mrs. Sherwood Eddy, who accompanied her husband on his recent 
journey around the world, has had extensive professional experience with 
the YWCA in the United States and in South America. From 1929-46 
she was General Secretary of the YWCA of Canada. As a volunteer she 
holds offices in the Illinois Council of Church Women, the local A.A.U.W., 
and League of Women Voters and she is a trustee of MacMurray College. 
Mrs. Eddy is prepared to speak on “The United Nations” “Stumbling 
Blocks on the Road to Peace,” “Hope on the World’s Horizon” and “Women 
in the International Scene.” 

Doctor Eddy takes one lecture a day and his wife one. If either or 
both speak the honorarium is $25 a day, plus a small cost of gas for their 
car and over-night entertainment.

Dear Sherwood; 

I enclose "both Kirby's and your cEapters on Pacifism. I think 
you ought to tell Kirby that he loads the dice stafficiently in putting 
your changes in an unfavorable light but that it goes beyond the bounds 
of any biography to argue with your subject as he does in the last 
chapter and try to prove that the subject would be much nicer if he 
had followed the biographer's bent. Every reader will find this pro¬ 
cedure odious. 

I don't think you confess clearly enough, as we all ought, that 
we were all victims of the "liberal" illusions about human nature, whether 
Christian or secular. A part of our illusion consisted in picturing 
Christ's cross which represents the outer limits of human possibilities 
(and impossibilities) as a simple alternative to human sinfulness. Long 
before we regarded, war as "Contrary to the will of Christ" we ought to have 
recognised that every bit of selfishness is contrary to his will and that 
the very idealists who propound these absolute theories are not free of 
this selfishness. Our inconsistencies were due to a realistic instinct 
which refused to abide by an absurd absolute when we sensed that love 
required the protection of the weak against the strong and against the 
aggressor. These inconsistencies were a part of the price of our ex¬ 
trication from a sentimental moralistic corruption of the Christian 
gospel. Kirby is left with his illusions which become more and more 
irrelevant. Let him cherish them if he will* But someone who is free 
of them ought to write your biography.

It is our general feeling that this is not a clean-cut objective, dramatic, 
interest-capturing and interest-holding biography of Sherwood Eddy th at would 
be picked up and read someone who" had not been touched persona lay tsy'’ 
Sherwood Eddy* This is a very sympathetic recording of some of the facts 
of Eddy's life, but the sample doesn't indicate that you are putting these' 
facts together in a dramatic, continuous fashion that makes a living person,

It is not possible as in Chapter II to achieve what one wants from a biography 
by telling the reader what you are after and then making almost flat declara¬ 
tions ^©^evaluations of the biographers personality and life. These facts 
need to be organized into a dramatic, chronological stoj 

The power that is attributed to Mr. Eddy and tie"Inf'luence that he has had 
has to be de monst rated dramatically rather .-than stated. 

It may well be that as you have'SoerTworking along with this material you 
have come to some of these same conclusions. The raw materials for a 
biography are here, but there is a great deal of work to be done on them.

I will soon complete the writing of the 1954 series of Living 
With Peaoe of Mind, These columns are being moro widely used than 
anything I have ever written. They are biing used an the church 
page of newspapers, in church papers, on church bulletins. In 750 
cities and tov.ns in 45 states. I receive no paynent for their use, 
but am glad to have this medium for ny message, since Alma and I 
are no longer making the tours across country. 

The fear and hysteria here is unbelievable, Nixon* s home is 
nearby. Dr, James W, Fie fie Id is reactionary beyond belief and has 
a wide following on radio, television end among members of his organ* 
izatlon which pervades many churches. For eighteen years I have 
been speaking constantly in a hundred churches here, but In the last 
year door after door has been slammed against me. Invitations to 
speak have become a mere trickle. As a matter of fact iny earnings 
from speaking during tho five months May to September were n 225, 
and during October, November and December, it appears that Ey 
receipts from speaking will be $300 - a total of $525 in eigjht months, 
Margaret Campbell writes that alio is no longer in a position to renew 
her " 000 per year. My gifts now are down to $240 per year. At the 
middle of 1965 I becon® eligible for social security, about $110 per 
month. From oil royalties wo receive $250 per month after taxes, but 
payments to the bank to liquidate loans made to help Kirby Jr and Mary 
purchase homes of their own require *180 per month of the $250, 

Vf'e have learned to make good use of time. In addition to a 
lot of writing, I ara reading heavily, and in the evenings wo are 
nurtured and recreated by the glorious music which we enjoy more 
and moro* Every evening you and Louise are with us in fellowship. 

Few people have as much reason for gratitude to God as wo have.

Your unique experiences and deep eonviotions have prepared both 
of you to do a really significant book of permanent value on the 
broad subject of prayer and spiritual power, under some such title qs 
THE MIGHTY POWER. OF PRAYER, If this appeals to you, you both will 
want to read and re-read the great books on prayer, including those 
by the mystics of the earlier centuriee and by modem writers such 
as Buttriok, Rufus Jones, etc. 

You are equipped to be spiritual counsellors to ministers and 
their wives. The ministry is the hope of the ohureh and the church 
is the hope of the world. What could be more important than to give 
yourselves to the task of challenging and Inspiring and nurturing the 
leaders of the churohesl The State Council of Churches, local councils 
of Churches, the Methodist Bishop and District Superintendents would 
Jump at the ohanoe to use both of you to the limit in retreats and 
prayer conferences - all-day, Saturday afternoon and evening for lay 
people, and week-end retreats for them. 

If you get deeply involved in this, you will want to do artiolee 
for the religious press on sources of spiritual power.

When Stanlsy Reinhart told Case Canfield that I vna about to 
write a religious book, (tdion Farrar A Reinhart had no religion a 
book department) In hit first Interview with no Mr. Canfield said 
I should write my autobiography. When I took ny previous manuscript 
(udiioh I an thankful wa« rejected) to dene the first word he said 
was) "Sherwood, you should write your autobiography." This 1 have 
implied in ay Foreword. 

I sent yon ay first draft with its leaps of history undigested. 
When Oene said it needed a "stylist" It wne not clear what was wrong. 
Dudley's first letter said clearly "tho chronological franework 
must be that of your own life. The material must make your own 
polat of view supreme." Thereupon Kirby Page in California review¬ 
ed ay thirty-five previous hooks, fifty pamphlets and several hundred 
reports, documents and letters loaned from the archives of tho Tale 
library. He rewrote the first Chapters. The first fourteen chapters 
are now chronological, though tho chapter headings sound topical, 
like Kxoerlecoee jn 3orlet Russia . I fool I must deal with Russia, 
India, C e school ova ki n, Yugoslavia, etc. ao units, though chrono- 
logloal within each chapter. If I write a blurred series of chap¬ 
ters each like "More Meetings in Tan Countries on Two Continents" 
it will bo choppy hash, unintelligible and uninteresting. 

The book now seems to ms a hundred per cent better than ay 
first draft. 1 should be glad if Dudley xuver would blue pencil 
or omit any paragraphn ho wishes, but X should bo apprehensive if 
anything is omitted from the last five chapters as summaries, which 
Dudley said vore all right, 

X have written the Foreword to fit any title like Fourscore 
Tears of Adventure, or Highly Tears of Fiona faring, or anything else 
you may ohoooe. 

The flrat edition I sent you ran to 90.000 words. This X have 
reduced to 80.000 to as to keep tho prioo do wo to the lowest possible 
limits. Plea so let me know if yon wish any further change >* whioh 
title you prefer, and what would be the best probable date of 
publication.

The letter from Zuver ms at the postoffio® when we went dorm to 
mil my letter to you written earlier in the day. Let me tell you what 
I understand his letter to moan. A much more drastic revision must be 
mads, if Harper is to publish the manuscript, than you have been think¬ 
ing about or are contemplating at this moment« It is my opinion that 
you must do what you do not want to do, abandon topical sections about 
events and other individuals, and stick to a chronological autobiography 
a book about yourself, divided into convenient stages* 

Tour comment written upon Zuver* s letter indicates that you do not 
want to do this, and are not thinking of doing it. ' Hate what he saye 
about your chapter 2, "Bern in a Revolutionary World 1 ’ * ’’This job you 
oould have don® without going to India or China at all by simply stay¬ 
ing at home and reading the newspapers.” After reading this comment, 
did you conclude, ”0K, I ■"ill drop this topical treatment end stick 
to ay personal experiences in revolutionary situations? 11 &ot at all* 

You simply any that yon will transfer this material from chapter 2 to 
the end of the book! 

It is important to note that Zuver does not want to see the man- 
usoWpt in sections, but desires to have it when completed. If you 
keep in these topical and impersonal sections, I feel sure that they 
will send the manuscript baok to you, either for drastic revision or 
an outright rejection* You will remember that they rejected "The 
Undying ’Revolution” and that you are using imioh of this rejected 
material in your present revision. It would be a shame for you to 
labor on this revision for weeks or months and then have it rejected 
in the end* 

From Zuver* s letter it is plain also that much of the material 
that I have been sending will have to be rewritten If it is to be 
included in an acceptable manuscript, especially will the quotations 
from report letters have to be transformed into well-written 
narrative* 

It is going to be extremely difficult for you to get the consent 
of your mind - end ©specially the consent of your feelings - to submit 
a manuscript which will be aooeptable as your autobiography. Events 
are emphasising the significance of Exman* c suggestion that perhaps 
you had better get someone else to do the revision* Concerning pro¬ 
cedure, three possibilities occur to me* 

1* Make the drastic revision yourself, putting in much more 
material out of your own experience, and conscientiously eliminating 
non-autobiographical data and abandoning all thought of topical 
sections or chapters*

2. S«nd me all the material and let me revise it* and when 1 have 
finished, have ay revision rebn’ned to you to meet whatever fate it 
seems to you to deserve* Of oourse, this is your book, and In the end 
it must represent your judgment and your desire* ' 

S. I oould cerae to Jacksonville and work with you at close 
rang© on the drastic revision* 

I*3t mo tell you frankly that I hope you will deoide upon the second 
of these possibilities, even though it sounds egotistical and may give 
a very bad impression. Six weeks of correspondence have revealed your 
feelings olearly. Both of us know that It will be like going through 
the eye of a needle for you to do what, in my opinion in the light of 
ay understanding of Zuver’s letter, is required, I am willing to spend 
time on this because of an unshakable conviction that you have a great 
autobiography in the making. Only it must be autobiography! Of course 
there is no guarantee whatever that any manuscript 1 might prepare 
would be acceptable to Harper* 

If you mind is now working the way it was when in July you in¬ 
vited me to hole with the revision, and you want mo to submit a 
manuscript whloh you will then reject, revise, or re-write, I should 
have the following* 

(a) Your original manuscript submitted to Harper, 

(b) One copy of the draft chapters I have submitted* 

(o) A copy of the manuscript of your re-writton chapters. 

I am willing to come to Jacksonville if you prefer this pro¬ 
cedure, % Judgment Is against it, on the ground that the emotional 
wear and tear on you might b© terrific! If, nevertheless, you would 
like to have me oome, it will be better for me to come quickly. If 
you want me to com# phrihaps it would be bettor to telephone me - 
khittier, California - Oxford 724-88 (the phone is in ay brother 
Perry 1 s name). The best time for us would bo on S aturday night

Your comment on chapter one came just after I had mailed to you 
the rough draft of a proposed chapter two* 

Let me toll you as clearly as possible what seem to me to be the 
possibilities of your autobiography* 

X understand autobiography to bo a ratin' s portrayal of himself, 
his thoughts, his feelings* his actions* and the responses he received* 
When someone else does this it is biography. Both are person-centered. 
By autobiography I do net mean a subjective analysis of a man's own 
mind merely, I mean an accurate picture of himself in his situation, 
what he thought, how he felt, what he said, what he did, what happened 
t© him, how people felt about him* I mean history but history through 
an individual, net an impersonal description of events and happening'.* 

I mean interpretation of world revolution, but world revolution as seen 
and felt and responded to by the individual whoso autobiography is being 
written, X mean the secret/ of happiness, but the secret of happiness 
as discovered and revealed and interpreted and passed on by an in¬ 
dividual* not aa essay on the subject* 

In ny opinion* what a man believes should* in an nut ©biography B 
be continuing sections in successive ohapters aa his life unfolds 
before the reader, rather than concentrated in a single chapter, "'What 
I Believe,” 

Very muoh indeed I want to work with you on your autobiography* 
Consider -the rough* draft of chapter two. From beginning to end, it 
is a chapter on the seoret of happiness* Also it is & continuous 
revelation of what you believed at that time. It reveals how you* as 
an extrovert, poured out your life trying to got accomplished what 
seemed most important in that situation, the awakening of the church* 
the enlisting of leadership, the training of Christian ministers, and 
the transforming of a few oho loo souls.

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America First 

America First: the battle 
AGAINST INTERVENTION, 1940-1941, 
by Wayne S. Cole. University of 
Wisconsin Press. 305 pp. $3.50.

A T THE start—before it got all 
cluttered up with real native 
fascists and with reactionary rich 
Republicans, far more anxious to 
lynch or impeach F.D.R. on any pre¬ 
text than to keep the United States 
out of war—America First was an 
exciting political experiment. I 
know because I was in it at the 
start; indeed (and I confess I love 
to shock my friends by telling this) 
America First was born, in a sense,, 
in my living-room. That is where 
young Bob Stuart, then a student at 
the Yale Law School, came with a 
couple of his cronies on a soft eve¬ 
ning in the spring of 1940; where 
they told me that hundreds upon 
hundreds of Yale students wanted 
no part of a foreign war that their 
inept and comparatively safe elders 
seemed about to shove them into; 
where they wondered out loud if 
they couldn't, along with presumed 
millions of their bomb-and-flak-fod- 
der age group, Do Something About 
It; and whence they left with my 
blessing. 

America First began as an excit¬ 
ing experiment because it was, I 
believe, the only important U.S. 
political movement ever sparked 
and kindled by youngsters. Bob 
Stuart went home to Chicago that 
summer, got America First going, 
and became and remained—for all 
the letterhead sponsors and head¬ 
lined speakers—the brains, the bal¬ 
ance-wheel, and the working boss 
of the organization. But America 


First needed money, which the 
youngsters didn't have; gradually, 
despite Stuart's heroic efforts to keep 
it clean, it fell into bad company; 
most significantly, as it gained 
strength, it was libeled and lied 
about by an overwhelmingly inter¬ 
ventionist U.S. press and by a dog¬ 
gedly, and often dishonestly, inter¬ 
ventionist Administration, including 
President Roosevelt himself. 

Then came Pearl Harbor—and 
incidentally, Stuart and his like- 
minded young friends enlisted as 
fast as, if not faster than, the pro¬ 
war boys. Today, although such 
highly respected liberals as Chester 
Bowles and Philip C. Jessup were 
once vocal and active in the move¬ 
ment, "America Firster" is still, in 
most quarters, a term of opprobrium. 
(Let me make clear that I was one 
from start to finish.) 

It would make an exciting story— 
this tale of what began as a young 
men's crusade (need a crusade be 
belligerent?) and ended as a for¬ 
tuitous fiasco. Unfortunately, Wayne 
Cole, who has just "authored" (his 
word) a book called America First, 
has not written it. 

I would bet that Mr. Cole is an 
earnest and decent fellow—trust¬ 
worthy, loyal, helpful, friendly, 
courteous, kind, obedient, cheerful, 
thrifty, brave, clean, and reverent. 
But like too many American aca¬ 
demicians, he hasn't the faintest feel¬ 
ing for writing —which is at best an 
art, at least an effort, and never, 
no, never, a stereotyped technical 
exercise. 

I would also bet—and I have not 
cheated by checking—that this book 
was originally written as a Ph.D. 
thesis. Where else would you find 
less than 200 pages of text hobbled 
by' over 100 pages of Notes, Bibli¬ 
ography, and Index? Where else 
would you find such back-handed, 
cliche-ridden, pseudo-scholarly stuff 


(read it twice, word by word) 
this gem: 

"In selecting members for the na¬ 
tional committee, efforts were made 
to secure persons who were widely 
known and respected in the United 
States. Members were sought with 
varied political and economic views 
and from different lines of en¬ 
deavor"? 

Where else would you find a foot¬ 
note to one simple sentence—"He 
[General Wood] became president 
of Sears in 1928 and has been chair¬ 
man of the board since 1939,"— 
which footnote literally cites, by vol¬ 
ume and page, Fortune magazine, 
Current Biography , the St. Louis 
Post~Dispatch , and Who's Who in 
America? 

And where else would you find 
(and you will kindly leave this para¬ 
graph in, Editor Rubin) a bibliogra¬ 
phy for a book on the pre-Pearl Har¬ 
bor anti-war agitation which lists 44 
"newspapers" plus 33 "periodicals" 
and does not even mention the most 
eloquent and effective spokesman in 
print of us accursed isolationists? I 
mean, of course, The Progressive . 

Some day, maybe, American 
scholars will learn that a tiny drop 
of perceptive insight, of verve, of 
style, is worth a magnum of flat facts 
and sterile statistics—indexed and 
footnoted. Some day, maybe, some¬ 
one who is not a scholar will tell the 
exciting story of America First as 
it deserves to be told. Some day. 
Maybe. 

Behind Red Bars 

With God in Red China, by F. 
Olin Stockwell. Harper. 256 pp. 
$3.

LIN STOCKWELL’S With 
God in Red China is an im¬ 
portant book in that it furnishes 
one more reliable witness to the 
contemporary scene behind the 
"bamboo curtain," Stockwell's testi¬ 
mony is now confirmed by more than 
a score of other witnesses. He had 
been a Methodist Missionary in 
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China for some'20 years, a prisoner 
of the Communists for two years 
(14 months in solitary confinement), 
and then submitted to the most rig- 
orous process of IJ brain washing” 
and forced repentance for what the 
Communists called the wicked 
American imperialism of his whole 
missionary career, as an enemy spy. 

It is to his credit that having ex¬ 
perienced the worst side of the evils 
of the Red regime he lias emerged 
not as an embittered cynic but with 
an indomitable love for the Chinese 
people and full appreciation of all 
the elements of good in the govern¬ 
ment which imprisoned him. 

In Stockwell’s chapter on “The 
Fall of the House of Chiang” he 
shows the complete failure of Chiang 
Kai-shek after 20 years of fair trial. 
He found, as I had, that Chiang 
was no hypocrite but that for two 
decades he had consistently refused 
to make over any land to the land¬ 
less poor as demanded by Sun Yat- 
sen, refused to stop the graft or 
punish the grafters, and obstructed 
all reforms. 

Whatever their evils, the Com¬ 
munists in two short years have di¬ 
vided the land among the landless 
peasants, stopped graft, and put 
through a score of reforms. In 
two years they have stopped wife- 
beating and given a new status of 
equality to women. They have done 
more to change the character of the 
Chinese people than any other dy¬ 
nasty or influence. Instead of be¬ 
ing “a loose heap of sand” as Dr. 
Sun despairingly admitted, the Com¬ 
munists are changing that sand into 
rock—both for good and evil. 

Stockwell admits the present Peo-

pie’s Government in China is the 
best internal government that China 
has had for several generations, cer¬ 
tainly far better than the graft-rid¬ 
den police state under Chiang Kai- 
shek, He says it is giving ‘'honest 
administration, economizing, and is 
determined to break the shackles of 
feudalism and capitalist exploitation, 
and takes to the people health, edu¬ 
cation, and economic betterment.” 
Stockwell concludes that missions 
are finished” so far as foreign lead¬ 
ership or financial (Support from 
abroad is concerned, but he thinks 
that Chinese Christians will survive 
and have a unique contribution to 
make to the national life of China. 

Many of the evils of totalitarian 
Red China are evident in Stock- 
well’s trial. For 14 months he had 
maintained his innocence, contend¬ 
ing he had sought the welfare of 
China by disinterested missionary 
educational work, Then he was 
moved to “a prison for counter¬ 
revolutionaries” and with eight per¬ 
sons in a room ten feet square was 
given the works in thorough ' brain 
washing,” There was no physical 
violence or persecution, but the 
group was “re-educated” night and 
day for a period of months, 

II 

Stockwell admits he finally sur¬ 
rendered and “moved over to the 
people's platform.” His written con¬ 
fession admitted he had been coun¬ 
ter revolutionary,” a spy, always 
working against the welfare of 
China, and included “a mixture of 
truth and falsehood” and things he 
had never done. 

Even after his confession was 
signed and finger-printed and his 
case had been cleared, he was kept 
for six more months of indoctrina¬ 
tion, and then released and sent to 
Hongkong. All this is humiliating 
and makes painful reading for an 
honest American. Stockwell admits: 
“To this day I do not know whether 
what I did was right or wrong.” 
We are not Stockwell’s judges and 
none can be sure what he himself 
would have done after a year of 
solitary confinement and days and 
nights of what amounted to mental 
torture.

S UMMER READING” has 
come- to be used as a term 
to define a type of literature — -slight, 
ephemeral, not requiring much 
mental effort. From the point of 
view of reading that happens to be 
done in the summer, the prospects 
this year look unusually bright, for 
there are a number of recent books 
that may well stand up, not for just 
a season, but for years. Fortunately, 
for those who want their reading in 
the summer time to be good but not 
too concentrated, there are four col¬ 
lections of short stories—and all of 
them seem to me far more distin¬ 
guished than any of the recent nov¬ 
els, and, in some cases, better than 
recent novels by the same authors. 

Notable among these is Jean Staf¬ 
ford’s Children Are Bored on Sun- 
days, There has never been any 
doubt in my mind about Miss Staf¬ 
ford's superlative ability to handle 
the English language, and she writes 
with great sensitivity and sensibil¬ 
ity. I have felt that her novels de¬ 
pended too much on mood and at¬ 
mosphere and that they were some¬ 
how not sustained enough. In the 
short stories this does not seem to 
be true, and it may be that it is in 
this field her real gift lies. 

I certainly feel that this is the case 
with Budd Schulberg, whose collec-

Book Burning 

Who are the book burners? What happened 
in San Antonio , St. Cloud and Boston? 
Senate Transcript — McCarthy vs. Conant 


T o the graduating class of Dartmouth College Presi¬ 
dent Eisenhower cried: "Don't join the book burners! 
. . . Don't be afraid to go to the library and read every 
book so long as that document does not offend our own 
ideas of decency—that should be the only censorship." 

But who are book burners? "Not me," replied Sena¬ 
tor McCarthy, "I haven't burned any books," The Presi¬ 
dent, McCarthy added, must be referring to his own 
Department of State whose directives, sanctioned by Sec¬ 
retary Dulles, order US libraries abroad to remove all 
books "by Communists, fellow travelers, et cetera." 

President Eisenhower was asked about these directives 
—he hadn’t heard of them, he said. But, he added in his 
press conference of June 17, he wasn't talking about 
books by Communists when he advocated "free access 
to knowledge." If the State Department is burning books 
which appeal to people to be Communists, then that is 
all right with the President of the United States. Books 
by anti-Communists about Communism, he feels, should 
be laid out for all to study; books by Communists are 
something else. With this clarification, the US libraries 
overseas can proceed with their work of education and 
enlightenment. 

There are 230 US libraries and information centers 
overseas. Close to two million books stand on their 
shelves. They are visited by 27 million people each 
year. Their purpose, until Eisenhower took office, was, 
according to the Educational Exchange Manual, to pro¬ 
vide "significant and useful books and pamphlets" that 
offer "a balanced view of the US" and "a balance of the 
opinion and thinking of the US." 

That definition in itself was a retreat from the original 


purpose set 10 years ago. In 1942 and 1943, our first 
government-sponsored libraries were established in Latin 
America, and, according to Henry James Jr. in his study 
published in the current Library Quarterly , "they were 
founded primarily to function as model public libraries 
abroad and operated on the principle of free access to 
printed materials for everyone"—they served as demon¬ 
strations of our basic conviction that truth flourishes in 
the free marketplace of ideas. 

In wartime, the special demands for information about 
the US led to the establishment of new "information 
centers." Their role was to provide "information with 
a purpose." The purpose was to provide a "full and 
fair" picture of the United States. Non-conformity was 
still emphasized to citizens overseas who aspired to build 
their nations in our image. When the American Mili¬ 
tary Government opened its libraries in Germany, Aus¬ 
tria, Japan, Korea and Trieste, its directive laid special 
emphasis on providing books by writers banned under 
the dictatorships we had fought a great war to defeat. 

In 1948, the Smith-Mundt Act granted permanent 
legislative status to the Overseas Library program. Its 
purpose was to offset widespread misinformation concern¬ 
ing the United States, and it held out the "full and fair" 
picture as the objective of our counter-effort to inform 
peoples abroad. But as the Soviet-directed Hate America 
Campaign was intensified, our effort became more closely 
associated with counter-propaganda. In this spirit Presi¬ 
dent Truman launched in 1951 the self-contradictory 
Campaign of Truth. In the Library Journal , Robert 
Delaney concluded; "Culture for culture’s sake has no 
place in the US informational and educational exchange 
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The Etceteras and the and so forths

programs . . . cultural activities are an indispensable tool 
of propaganda.” 

Leading educators combined in 1947 to urge Congress 
to distinguish between propaganda and cultural exchange. 
But Congress chose propaganda, and discounted libraries 
as a propaganda weapon. By 1951 two experts of the 
Bureau of the Budget, preparing the overseas library 
appropriations for Congress, concluded that the libraries 
should be made focal points of "all overt propaganda 
activities” and that all other functions were a waste of 
funds. 

In contrast, Harland Carpenter, Robert Crowell and 
Chester Kerr, three experts acting as special consultants, 
reported to the State Department: 

Let the libraries become known as mere propaganda 
agencies for the dissemination of anti-Communist literature 
arid their effectiveness will be quickly crippled. 


And the Librarian of Congress, Luther Evans, testified: 

People are deeply moved by what they experience, and I 
suspect the actuality of free open-handed American libraries 
overseas means as much to their users as the books they read 
in them. They may have read about freedom of opinion 
in the US. They actually see evidence of it in our American 
library that contains books different from or even hostile to 
the views of the Administration in power in the US. The 
presence of an uncensored book critical of some aspect of 
American life in the open collections of a US library can 
do more -than a thousand propaganda tracts to convince the 
doubting reader of the integrity of American goals and the 
candor with which American shortcomings are admitted. 

Under a Democratic President, Secretary of State 
Acheson distributed in US libraries throughout the world 
magazines such as Life , which damned him as little 
short of a traitor. Secretary Dulles shared Acheson s 
principles but lacked his guts. Dulles’ International 
Information Administration began by advocating the use 
of pro-US material by Soviet-endorsed writers such as 
Howard Fast where it might "be given special credibility 
among selected key audiences.” But when McCarthy 
attacked this directive the State Department cancelled it 
and in its place ordered all broadcasters and libraries to 
stop using material by "Communists, fellow travelers, et 
cetera.” A further directive to employees preparing 
scripts and articles for overseas audiences banned discus¬ 
sion by or about "Communists, fellow travelers and so 
forth.” And a third directive ordered publishers to 
certify that no material sent abroad under a State Depart¬ 
ment program would be by: "Communists, fellow travel¬ 
ers or persons who might be controversial” (this was can¬ 
celled on demand of the publishers concerned). 

So the match bearing the brand name of Eisenhower 
and Dulles was struck and set to the bonfire. A score of 
books were removed from all Amerika Haus libraries in 
Berlin. They included a study by Vera Micheles Dean, 
a novel by Walter Duranty, the poems of Langston 
Hughes and Howard Fast’s edition of the works of Tom 
Paine. In Bombay and Calcutta the banned books in¬ 
cluded Clarence Streit’s Union Now , the Lynd’s Middle- 
town, Rising Wind by Walter White, Alan Barth’s The 
Loyalty of Free Men and Washington Witch Hunt by 
the New York Herald-Tribune } s correspondent, Bert 
Andrews. The full lists of books burned and banned 
have been kept secret; but "et cetera,” "and so forth” and 
"controversial” have generally been interpreted by sub. : 
ordinate officials as referring to any author about whom 
derogatory information has been offered before a Con¬ 
gressional committee. Any official who did not follow 
the House Un-American Activities Committee as a guide 
and further purge the shelves of all works critical of 
McCarran or McCarthy acted at his own peril. This
